Four prominent fanners, charged 
with being members of a mob that 
shot, and killed Willie Wilson, ten­ 
ant farmer, last July 6, were ao- 
quitted by a jury yesterday and 
with a crowded courtroom, heard 
a scathing denunciation 
delivered 
by the court. 
The four mm, Enoch H. New, 
Lucien J. Edenfieid, John Bfuskin, 
and T. C. Hayslipp, had not re­ 
gained their seats after hearing 
the jury's verdict when Judge R. N. 
Hardeman, of the middle Georgia 
district, made his declaration. 
“If hooded men continue to par­ 
ade the streets at a midnight hour, 
marauding and prying upon 
the 
public, the right men will be caught 
sometime,” Judge Hardeman said, 
“and then it will be my pleasure to 
sentence these masked hoodlums to 
hanging or death in the electric 
chair." 
The trial jury heard testimony 
that a masked band beat down the 
door of Wilson’s farm cottage and 
shot him to death while his wife 
and children looked on. 
The man 
was a tenant on Hayslipp's farm. 
“Ah much as I hate immorality, 
intemperance and whiskey," Judge 
Hardeman declared, “I would rath­ 
er see an open bar room in every 
com er of the streets of my home 
county than a hooded organization 
that 
undertakes 
to 
administer 
punishment without trial."

“Three fatal derailments of the 
same division within the distance 
of 28 miles, within a period of 13 
months," the Borland report said, 
“resulting in the death of five em­ 
ployes and the injury of others, 
all of the accidents being due more 
or less directly to track conditions, 
sp bad as to be obvious to the most 
casual observer, constitutes a re­ 
cord which is not to be envied. A 
management responsible for such 
condition, placing the lives of its 
employes and the traveling public 
in continual jeopardy, cannot be 
too strongly condemned. , 
“It is to be hoped that the con­ 
ditions disclosed in these three in­ 
vestigations will be remedied in 
time to prevent other accidents of 
a similar nature.”
